Improvement in Condition Is 
Shown Following Unusual 


Accident 
Word from Orange county 
hospital at Santa Ana today 
was to the effect that Jack 


Cunningham had not suffered a 
fracture of the vertebrae as 
was at first thought and that 
X-ray pictures revealed a con- 
dition that was not dangerous- 
ly critical. He is still para- 
lyzed, however, from his neck 
to his toes. 


Completely paralyzed as the re- 
|sult of a breaker flipping him over 
and crashing him to the ground, 
Jack Cunningham, employe of Roy 
Creighton, is today in the Santa 
Ana hospital, hovering between 
life aud death.

{and serious injury was not receiv- 
ied here until Saturday night. Mr. 
Creighton was at the hospital Sun- 
‘day, and Mr. Cunningham recog- 
|nized him. He is unconscious at 
intervals. 

Attendants at Crystal Cove ad- 
‘vised rushing Mr. Cunningham 
home, but at Santa Ana his condi- 
tion was such that he was taken 
to the hospital. 

It was some time after Mr. 
| Cunningham was injured that his 
| wife and friends on the sand near- 
|pby realized something was wrong. 
| After the sharp breaker had sub- 
sided, they saw him near the sur- 
face of the water, facing down- 
ward. . Mr. Creighton said he had 
started to drown before his ac- 
tions were unusual and before he 
was rescued.
